A fire was discovered last Thurs- 
day evening by Mr, A. E. Wohlert, at 
the home ot* Miss Elizabeth H. Posey, 
203 Essex avenue, who was passing 
the place, the fire being noticed by 
him on the third floor of the house. 

Mr. Wohlert immediately told Mr. 
Frank Zentmayer, who in turn had 
the message sent to the Fire Com- 
pany. The company was soon on the 
spot, and, although the fire had 
gained great headway, owing, to the 
tact that the occupants of the house 
were at dinner, only a loss of about 
$700 was entailed. 



The teachers of our school had 
small losses, with the exception of 
Miss Wilson, who lost the articles in 
her room, where the flames were dis- 
covered. It is supposed that the fire 
was started by a gas heater in her 
room, which had ignited a trunk of 
clothes near by. 

The Narberth Fire Company did ex- 
cellent service, and, considering the 
dense volume of smoke with which 
they had to encounter, it is remark- 
able that they were able to check the 
fire so quickly. 



> UtBERTH RESIDENT DIES, LEAY- 
JL\tf LIBERAL SUMS TO WORTHY 
OBJECTS. 

Mrs. Mary L. Cooper, who for many 
years had resided on Grayling avenue, 
died at her winter home in Florida 
on Sunday, January 9. Interment 
was made on Sunday, January 16, in 
Woodland Cemetery, from the First 
Spiritual Church, Twelfth and Thomp- 
son streets. Among the many liberal 
bequests made by Mrs. Cooper, who 
was a woman of strong character and 
kindly disposition, were the follow- 
ing: Ten thousand dollars to the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children; $17,500 to the Hahnemann 
Hospital; $10,000 to the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
This latter bequest was inspired by 
an incident which happened near 
Mrs. Cooper's home less than a year 
ago, when some workmen were haul- 
ing materials for new buildings; a 
driver became very abusive to one of 
the horses and Mrs. Cooper was a 
Avitness to the cruel act; she imme- 
diately sent for the agent of the S. P. 
C. A. and had the offender arrested. 
She then arranged for a life member- 
ship in the society, and had the above 
amount set aside in her will for the 
object Mrs. Cooper's affairs are all 
in the hands of her private secretary, 
Mr. F. Cordon White, of Narberth, 
who, together with two appointed ex- 
ecutors, will administer the estate.

Following a preliminary notice of 
the condemnation of toll roads, filed 
in the Montgomery County Court, at 
Norristown, last summer, Theodore 
Lane Bean, attorney for Lower Merion 
Township Commissioners, has filed a 
supplementary notice that he will ask 
for the appointment of a jury of view 
at the session of court on February 
21st. The jury is to "view and con- 
demn for public use, freed from tolls 
and tollgates," all of the Philadelphia, 
Bala and Bryn Mawr Turnpike Com- 
pany's roads. 

This means that the first definite 
step in the movement to free lower 
Montgomery avenue, In Lower Meri- 
on, will be taken, and the proceedings 
will be watched with eager interest 
by thousands of Main Line residents. 

The toll road extends from City 
Line avenue to Haverford, and is one 
of the best roads leading out through 
the Main Line. It passes through 
Bala, Cynwyd and Merion; skirts the 
edge of Narberth, and goes on 
through Wynnewood, Ardmore and a 
portion of Haverford, ending several I 
hundred yards below the grounds of I 
the Merion Cricket Club. There is \ 
an outshoot in Cynwyd, on Bala and, 
Bryn Mawr avenue, from the Cynwyd 
tollgate on Montgomery avenue

The total amount of money in the 
County Treasury available for county 
purposes on January 3rd, 1916, at the 
beginning of the present fiscal year, 
was $212,505.53, according to the 
financial statement of the county and 
the controller's verification of the 
books of the retiring county treas- 
urer, H. P. Keely. This does not in- 
elude any moneys in the Sinking Fund 
or reserved for that fund. The bal- 
ance January 5th, 1915, was $195,- 
170.98. 

The total receipts for the montn 
of December, 1915, from all sources, 
were $516,933.04, while the total dis- 
bursements for the period were $613,- 
757.91. 

These large receipts and disburse- 
ments in a great measure represent 
the closing out of balances in a 
large array of special funds and their 
transfer to the general county funds 
for the use of the expenses of the 
county. In fact with few exceptions, 
namely the dog tax account, the pro- 
thonotary's and the sheriff's, where 
small balances are carried over for 
contingencies, all other accounts 
were closed with the retirement of 
the former administration.

The recent action of the Montgom- 
ery County Commissioners instruct- 
ing their legal representative, Theo- 
dore Ij. Bean, to present a petition to 
the court at Xorristown on February 
21, praying for the appointment of a 
road jury to act on the matter of 
abolishing tolls on Montgomery pike, 
from Bala to Bryn Mawr, is a move 
that will be received with rejoicing 
and satisfaction by nearly all the sub- 
urbanites living in contiguous terri- 
tory. If the court renders a favor- 
able decision and a road jury is ap- 
pointed, there only remains the prob- 
lem of an adequate award to the 
Bryn Mawr and Bala Turnpike Com- 
pany, and then the long-looked-for 
abolition of tolls, so earnestly desired 
by a u torn obi lists, will be an assured 
fact. Think of it! no further neces- 
sity for dodging the toll gates! 

Logically, after the toll is abol- 
ished and the county takes over the 
road, the next step to be taken will be 
to complete the realization of the p 
dream of many residents of our grow- j 
ing borough— a connecting, trolley 
line between City Line and Xarberth, 
with a ten-cent fare to the heart off 
Philadelphia's business district. j 

Xarberth and other towns on the! 
lower end of Montgomery pike were ' 
exceedingly unfortunate in only hav- j 
ing one means of transportation to j 
the city -via Pennsylvania Railroad. I 
This is in no way intended for any I 
disparagement of that road's service, ; 
as it maintains an excellent schedule; \ 
but the addition of a trolley line will ! 
be enthusiastically welcomed, and un- ! 
doubted ly prove a paying investment | 
The principal objection of prospective j 
house-seekers desiring to locate in 
Narberth is that there is only one way f 
of reaching the city, while other j 
towns, less beautiful, not as well kept! 
and of greater distance, invariably j 
have a trolley line to compete with i 
its railroad service. The addition of! 
such a road would assuredly double] 
the population of Xarberth in five \ 
years. ! 

After the installation of a line' 
from Bala to Bryn Mawr it would not ! 
seem visionary to anticipate the possi- ' 
bility of an extension to the beauti- I 
ful National Park, that mecca of ' 
American liberty. Valley Forge, where 
Washington and his heroic soldiers 
suffered such terrible privations and 
hardships in the darkest hour of the 
Revolution, during, the severe winter 
of 1777-7S. Such a route, with a rea- 
sonable fare, would no doubt attract 
thousands of tourists and sightseers 
interested in the early years of this, 
the greatest nation in the history of; 
the world. * j 

It has been contended, time and ! 
again, that the installation of a trol- j 
ley line has a tendency to cheapen a{ 
town or section through which it 1 
passes, a number of residents of Nar- I 
berth even arguing in that vein. The 
writer begs to differ. Old York road 
to Willow Grove will show the fallacy 
of such inane arguments. Nowhere 
in the suburban districts adjacent to 
Philadelphia is there a finer array of 
large estates, magnificent mansions 
and beautiful homes than on the love- 
ly road to that famous summer 
amusement place, Willow Grove;- and 
that, too, despite the fact that it is 
"cheapened" by the trolley line trav- 
ersing its entire length. There are 
beautiful residences and mansions on 
Montgomery pike, but even without a 
trolley line to "cheapen" its beauty it 
cannot be compared in the same class 
with Old York road. Trolleys do more 
to build up the small towns along 
their lines than railroads, and this 
contention is obvious to the traveler 
taking any car leading, to suburban 
points. 

If the County Commissioners suc- 
ceed in abolishing the tolls the resi- 
dents living along the pike need have 
no fears, if a trolley line were con- 
structed, of its depreciating the value 
of their properties. On the contrary, 
it would increase their value, as Old 
York road so forcefully demonstrates. 

May it come soon!

The hollyhocks are without doubt 
the most stately flowering perennial 
in cultivation; the most commonly 
cultivated form being the well known 
rosette and saucer sort. The flower 
of this variety is not particularly 
graceful, it could possibly even be 
called clumsy, but the effect of the 
tall stately plant is both graceful 
and impressive, the flowers come In 
all colors excepting blues and pur- 
ple. 

The single form is the original and 
a very effective type. The range of 
colors is as the double form, white, 
yellow and red, as well as all com- 
binations between. The double form 
reverts to type when its seed produc- 
tion is regulated by a careful grower, 
but the single form is pretty certain 
to reproduce itself and for simplicity 
of form possibly has no superior. 

The "Allegheny," the subject of out 
illustration, was introduced by the 
writer in 1897, and the seeds sold 
at retail for three or four times its 
weight in gold; the seed trade pay- 
ing somewhat more than its weight 
in gold in ounce and pound lots. This 
variety is a distinct departure from 
all earlier types and eagerly bought 
by the European and American seeds- 
men as soon as pictures were shown 
in the trade press. The form of the 
flower is the most conspicuous feat- 
ure it being semi-double and fringed 
producing three distinct crops of 
flowers which follow one another 
from the bottom of the spike to the 
top, in succession; the second crop 
starting before the first reaches the 
top. 

In most leaf axis can be found 
from four to eight flower buds. The 
range of color is of course similar 
and bound by the same rules as tha 
rest of the family, but as the first 
plant produced was a silkeir deep 
bluish pink, the whole family has 
been favored with a more delicate 
combinations, even though the reds in 
pinks, salmons and the pale delicate
